Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen. 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  you  with  my  Report  for  the 
year  1939. 

Owing  to  the  exigencies  of  the  time  and  the  multifarious 
duties  devolving  upon  your  Public  Health  Officers,  I  would  beg 
your  indulgence  for  the  report  being  so  long  overdue.  Yet 
though  belated,  it  is  far  from  being  unsatisfactory  for  the  health 
and  vigour  of  the  population  have  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
been  maintained  at  a  fairly  high  standard  of  quality.  The  Birth 
and  ,Death-rates  are  substantially  the  same  as  for  several  years 
past.  The  Infant  mortality  is  higher,  but  not  a  single  death 
occurred  in  children  between  one  and  five  years,  and  only  one 
death  in  those  between  five  and  fifteen  years. 

Notifiable  diseases — excluding  tuberculosis  of  which  there 
was  a  slight  increase — were  less  than  for  the  preceding  year,  and 
not  one  of  them  occurred  in  anything  like  epidemic  proportions. 
There  was  no  death  from  measles;  one  death  from  whooping 
cough,  two  from  diarrhoea  in  infants,  and  twenty  from  cancer. 
Deaths  from  cancer  were  ten  less  than  for  the  previous  year  and 
considerably  less  than  the  average  for  the  preceding  six  years. 
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The  greatest  number  of  deaths  were  attributed  to  circulatory 
diseases  in  people  of  advanced  age,  and  are  in  the  main  asso¬ 
ciated  with  senile  degenerative  processes  set  up  in  the  heart  and 
blood  vessels.  But  apart  from  senility  some  people  are  more 
prone  to  such  degeneration  than  others  and  at  an  earlier  age,  so 
that  old  age  in  itself  may  only  be  a  contributing  factor  to  other 
as  yet  little  known  causes. 

The  statistical  tables  embodied  in  this  report,  will  I  trust, 
supply  you  with  all  the  information  you  desire  concerning  the 
Public  Health  for  the  year.

Ambulance  Facilities. — The  ambulance  facilities  for  the 
area  are  adequate  and  no  changes  were  made  during  the  year.

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Midwives. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  maintains  two  whole-time 
midwives  for  this  area,  one  of  whom  also  serves  Tottington.  In 
addition,  the  District  Nurse  at  Sununerseat  as  aforesaid  also  prac¬ 
tices  midwifery  within  the  Summerseat  area. 

Maternity  Services.

The  Loeal  Authority  is  prepared,  in  approved  cases,  to 
grant  financial  assistance  towards  the  cost  of  consultant’s  fees 
when  their  services  are  required  by  doctors  attending  difficult 
or  complicated  cases  of  confinement,  and  will  accept  financial 
responsibilit}'  for  any  such  case  necessitating  institutional  treat¬ 
ment  in  St.'  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester. 

Institutional  treatment  for  puerperal  sepsis  is  provided  at 
the  Florence  Nightingale  Hospital,  Bury. 

Orthopaedic  treatment  is  provided  by  arrangement  with  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Child  Welfare  Centres. 

The  Centre  at  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  is  held  weekly  on 
Tuesday  afternoons,  and  is  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Snell, 
who  is  ably  and  voluntarily  assisted  by  a  number  of  ladies  to 
whom  all  praise  and  thanks  are  due. 
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The  Summerseat  Centre  is  held  fortnightly  on  Wednesday 
afternoons  and  is  managed  by  its  own  officers.  Although  this 
Centre  is  a  voluntary  one,  the  Ramsbottom  U.D.  Council  make 
a  grant  equal  to  50%  of  its  expenditure  up  to  a  total  of  £g.

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  to  the  district  is  by  the  Irwell  Valley 
Water  Board  on  which  the  Local  Authority  has  two  representa¬ 
tives.  No  material  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  year.

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The  subjoined  tables  of  infectious  diseases  notiiication  gives 
five  more  cases  only  than  the  similar  tables  for  the  preceding  year. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  made  notifiable  on  the 
23rd  October,  1939. 

Diphtheria  still  continues  to  be  of  a  mild  type  and  no  deaths 
were  recorded.  66,000  units  of  anti-diphtheria  serum  were  issued 
from  the  Public  Health  Office.  Twenty  of  the  twenty-two  cases 
notified  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Immunising  material  for  both  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria 
is  available  from  the  Public  Health  Office  on  request  by  Medical 
Practitioners  in  the  district.  No  request  was  received. 

Tuberculosis. 

Most  of  the  Pulmonary  cases  have  positive  sputum  when 
notified  but  all  cases  were  notified  before  death. 

The  table  of  new  cases  and  mortality  during  1939  is  self- 
explanatory. 

Allow  me,  in  conclusion,  to  thank  you,  and  especially  the 
members  of  the  Health  Committee,  for  your  continued  interest 
and  enthusiasm  in  all  matters  affecting  the  Public  Health,  also 
my  fellow  officials  for  their  generous  assistance  in  the  prosecu¬ 
tion  of  my  duties.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1939. 

The  report  is  somewhat  condensed  from  that  of  previous 
years  and  contains  only  a  record  of  the  activities  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  set  out  as  briefly  as  possible. 

A  noteworthy  feature  is  in  relation  to  housing  where  the 
completion  of  the  Peel  Brow  Housing  Estate  made  possible  the 
rehousing  of  nearly  500  persons  from  slum  clearance  areas.  The 
events  of  September  brought  these  activities  to  an  abrupt  termina¬ 
tion  and  the  department’s  efforts  were  changed  from  securing 
greater  amenities  for  the  people  by  the  abolition  of  old  unfit 
houses  and  their  replacement  by  new  modern  dwellings,  to  that 
of  making  preparations  for  the  preservation  of  life  itself. 

I  respectfully  offer  my  apologies  for  the  lateness  of  this 
report  which  is  due  to  circumstances  beyond  my  control.

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HOUSING. 

During  the  first  eight  months  of  the  year  considerable  pro¬ 
gress  was  made  in  the  housing  programme. 

Clearance  Areas. 

Official  representations  were  submitted  in  respect  of  ten 
clearance  areas  involving  78  houses  :  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiries 
were  held  in  respect  of  S  clearance  areas  involving  46  houses  : 
persons  were  rehoused  from  22  areas  comprising  151  houses  :  and 
2  areas  consisting  of  10  houses  were  demolished. 

A  table  showing  the  action  taken  in  connection  with  clear¬ 
ance  areas  under  the  Housing  Acts  1930  to  1930  is  appended  at 
the  end  of  this  section. 


Individually  Unfit  Houses. 

Official  representations  were  made  in  respect  of  73  individu¬ 
ally  unfit  houses  not  capable  of  repair  at  a  reasonable  expense. 
During  the  year  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  14 
houses,  Closing  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  12  houses,  under¬ 
takings  by  owners  were  accepted  in  respect  of  43  houses,  and  4 
dwelling-houses  were  demolished. 

Seven  dwelling-houses  were  found  to  be  not  in  all  respects  fit 
for  human  habitation  but  capable  of  repair  at  reasonable  expense; 

two  of  these  were  repaired  during  the  year. 

Overcrowding. 

Two  new  cases  of  overcrowding,  involving  20  persons,  were 
discovered  during  the  year,  and  16  cases  of  overcrowding  involv¬ 
ing  107  persons  were  relieved.  The  number  of  cases  of  over¬ 
crowding  known  to  exist  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  37,  represent¬ 
ing  253  persons. 

Disinfestation. 

T.  he  furniture  and  effects  from  41  houses  included  in  clear¬ 
ance  orders  were  disinfested  prior  to  rehousing  on  the  Council’s 
iio using  estates.  The  goods  were  treated  in  the  removal  van  by 
the  contractor  who  used  the  Cimex  process. 

Council  houses  were  found  to  be  bug  infested  during  the 

vear.

There  is  no  evidence  of  illness  having  been  caused  by  the 
consumption  of  unwholesome  food  during  the  year  and  no  pro- 

ecutions  for  the  exposure  for  sale  of  diseased  or  unwholesome 
food  were  necessary. 

The  total  weight  of  meat  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  food 
was  2041  lbs.  The  whole  of  this  was  surrendered  after  inspection 
and  in  no  case  was  seizure  necessary.
